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REMARKS 

In response to the Office Action dated May 9, 2006, Applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration based on the above claim amendments and the following remarks. 
Applicants respectfully submit that the claims as presented are ui condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 1-7, lOp 11, 14 and 16-19, 21, 26 and 27 are pending in the present 
application. Claims 26 and 27 have been canceled, leaving claims 1-7, 10, 1 U 14, 16*19 
and 21 for consideration upon entry of the present amendments and following remarks. 

In the Restriction Requirement, the Examiner identifies two allegedly patentably 
distinct inventions and thus requires election of one of the inventions for prosecution on 
the merits. Specifically, ttie Examiner states that that &e application contains claims 
directed to two patentably distinct species. The Examiner identifies Species I as a device 
comprising a peak angle in a range of 100* to 125", and the refraction index is in a range 
from about l.Sl to 1.S9. The Examiner identifies Species n as a device comprising a 
peak angle in a range from about 130^ to about 140*', and the refraction mdex of the 
prism sheet is in a range from about 1.61 to 1 .69. Species I identified by the Examiner is 
readable on claim 26, while Species II identified by &e Examiner is readable on claim 
27. However, both claims 26 and 27 have been canceled by amendment rendering the 
Restriction Requirement moot. Therefore, Applicants rely on the prior election to the 
Restriction Requirement dated July 14, 20QS. 
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The reqidrement for restriction being the only issue raised in the present OfiBce 
Action, this paper is fiilly responsive to the same. The Applicants hereby reserve the 
right to file a divisional application for any non-elected subject matter in this application.
